Applicants' arguments that the rejection provides an erroneous interpretation of the correctness measure is traversed. Applicants say that 
there is a specific definition of the term "correctness measure" in the claims, but it is not clear how a claim provides a definition of a term, 
and the Specification does not provide any express definition of "correctness measure." Even leaving aside any of the cited legal cases, 
as Applicants apparently wish to do, a conventional "correctness measure" would still be interpreted by one skilled in the art as expressing 
if the output signal is a correct representation of the audio input signal. It is agreed that Applicants' claim language is directed to a 
correctness measure that "expresses if the output signal is a correct representation of the input signal", but a conventional score, as 
disclosed by Strom et al., expresses whether the output signal is a correct representation of the input signal, too. Applicants' only 
distinguishing feature, as set forth by the Specification, is that a user provides feedback as to whether the output was correct, so as to 
establish the correctness measure. However, the claims do not say that the correctness measure is a function of user feedback. One 
having ordinary skill in the art would know that a conventional score provides an indication, or measure, as to how correct a speech 
recognition result is likely to be. 
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
